time,” 
My friends will not need the 
assurance Uiat 1 did not hesitate 
to speak 
However, I had a delemma at 
the very next session, which was 
when we got down to discussing 
the story. Zimbalist said. "W e 
w ill suppose th at a well comes in, 
making 50,000 gallons of oil a 
day." I didn’t know whether I 
was supposed to be one of those 
Hollywood 
yes men" I'd heard 
about and nod my head in agree- 
men or point out that, in oil cir­

generous Conway. I had two tick­ 
ets to a world's cham pionship 
bout— and didn't know a soul in 
the city. Looking around. I notic­ 
ed a well-dressed m an off to one 
side, so I said, “ I'll be glad to 
give you a ticket to the fight.” 
He didnt even grunt—just turned 
and walked off.

S o I went in by myself and sat 
in one of the seats for half the 
program, then moved over and 
sat in the other seat for the rest 
of the evening.
